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lectual training, but it has been the center from which has

our pedple, Like a great, pulsating heart, it 

moral and spiritual life blood to every part of o inati rgani- 
zation. During the past ten years the coll has made wonderful 
progress. The course of study has been extend , the tronage doubled, 
the average number of graduates per annum multiplied by four, the 
number of ministerial students almost deubled, the grounds enlarged, 
buildings multiplied and endowment largely increased. Within these years 
$55,000 has been added to the endowment. Four years ago a dormitory 
and dining hall was built at a cost of $75,000. Dr. C. S. Gardner, of our 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, has pronounced it the most 
sensibly planned, the most conveniently arranged, the most up-to-date 
school dormitory in the South. 

\ new Science Building is now in the course of erection at a cost for 
building and furniture of about $50,000. Mr. Hunt, the famous Chatta- 
nooga architeet, who has planned and supervised the erection of every 
science building on Mississippi soil, says that ours will be the best 


- sclence building in the State. 


The President of the college has made two financiai campaigns within 
the last ten years. On these two campaigns he has secured $40,000 from 
the General Education Board, $20,000 from Mr. Andrew Carnegie, $20,000 
trom the Jennings family of Water Valley, and $125,000 from the people 
at large. He is proposing still larger advancement in the early future, and 
says that he will neither rest nor allow the Baptists of Mississippi to 
rest, unless God calls him away, until the Baptists of Mississippi have the 
best equipped, best endowed Baptist college in the South. Shall we 
stand by him? Surely tlie Baptists of this great State will not fall short 
alter the wonderful success of the past ten years, 

The college is now enrolling about sixty ministerial students per 
session and from 300 to 400 young men and boys, who are preparing for 
other callings, 

Clinton is only ten miles from our State capital, with three dail 
trains each way, It is now a neat village of a thousand people, with a 
splendid system of waterworks and electric lights, and a moral and 
religious tone which is equaled in few communities. Thus our coll 
has the advantage of being in a village where the intellectual, moral and 
spiritual predominate; at the same time it is in easy touch with our 
kreat and growing State capital. With the great educational influences 
of the State capital, and the splendid intellectual and moral influences 
of the college town, the location is almost ideal: It is confidently ex 
by the people of both Jackson and Clinton that an electric line will soon 
connect the two places and make them practically one.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


In 1729, in England, the English Baptist Missionary Society was born. 
How small and feeble it seemed! Ridicule and mockery were hurled at it. 
Wit and sarcasm exhausted themselves in deriding it. But God was in 
it. and we need only to retrospect the past to know how well they work 
who work with God. The call still comes to us in clear and distinct tones 
to “go into all the world and preach the gospel, making disciples, and to 
teach them to observe all things whatsoever He commanded us.” And 
yet His followers, entrusted with the light of life, have yet to learn 
that the supreme mission of a church of Christ has ever been the work 
of lifting up the Son of Man to a lost and dying world. Our Foreign 
Board made good progress last year. We have never in our history 
leported so many baptisms for one year, and never before have our 
people given so liberally to this noble cause. We gave the sum of 
$501,058.84 during the conventional year, We note with gracious thanks 
unto God for His blessings upon the work the sum of 3,223 converts, who 
Were added last year by baptism. The year has been one of marked 
activity along all lines, Schools, hospitals, ‘church edifices, printing plants, 
*recting homes for our missinaries, but the work has developed and grown 
“0 Very rapidly that instead of- supplying the needs, we have only made 
& good beginning toward equipping our workers who stand representing 
us at the front. However, we praise God that thousands upon thousands 
“re awaking to the situation, and that a-new era has dawned upon us,

(rod has bleased the labors of the missionaries of our Home Board to 
far larger fruitage than that shown by the reports of similar mission 
boards 

The Board last year reported 27,426 baptisms and 52,910 additions to 
churches through the labors of missionaries, Supported wholly or in part 
by it. No mission board in the world has reported results one-half as 
large as these. No home mission board in America, so far as we can 
find, had results more than one-third as large, though several expended four 
times as much in the work. ( 

Our people are becoming aroused to the large importance of Home 
Missions, and each year the Home Board receipts are larger. This year 
the Southern Baptist Convention is asking for $400,000 to be raised for 
the work of the. Home Board. Of this amount $31,000 is apportioned 
to our State, and $800 to our own Association, We ought to raise every 
rent of it and more. We are well able to raise it, By the blessing of

$200; New Hope (Tate County), $50; Mt. Manna, $50; Grave School 


House, $35; Pleasant View, $50, and White Oak Grove, $50. All of whieh 
were recomended to the State Board, save the requests from Holly Springs 
and Grace School House. There was no one present from Holly Springs 
the plea being stated in the letter to the Association) to make any 
statement of what-was being Accomplished there. The Board therefore 
thought it wise to refer this matter to the State Board. The petition from 


Grace School House was thought to be supplied in a request to the State 


Board for an appropriation to the Laymen’s Committee, but this failed 
ind the point was left unprovided for. It will be seen from these figures 
that only $500 was appropriated by the Board during the year, one-half 
Of which was spent in church building. We trust this large decrease is 
an indication that our churches Which have been drawing so heavily on 
the generous State Board are putting on their strength and are coming 
to bear their own burdens. We shall welcome the day when none of the

With 42 churches in our Association, only 30 report Sunday 
schools, leaving 12, 11 of which have a chureh membership of 729, besides 
children who are not members, who have no opportunity to go to Surday 
school at all. This ig indeed a lamentable State of affairs, when we 
realize that in many, if not most, cases the child's greatest opportunity 
to learn of our loving Savior is in the Sunday schools. We are gratified 
to know that adults are itaking more interest in Sunday school thau 
formerly, but on examining our last report, we find 3,406 chureh members. 


-p besides the children they control, and only 1,504 enrolled in our schools, 


leaving 1,902 who do not go to Sunday school. fy; the face of these facts, 
we would like to make the following recommendations : 

First—Make the greatest effort to have a school for every church, if 
only a few to begin with, for God has promised that where two or three 
are gathered together in His name He would be there also, and we are 
sure He will richly bless all such efforts, 


Second—Let each church prayerfully select for its officers and teachers 
men and women who live close togGod, and if possible who have ability 
to teach and lead, J 


lhird—Let all the fathers and mothers take their children to Sunday 
school, instead of sending them, and get all adult church members to go. 

Fourth—Organize your classes as far as practicable, 

We believe if. these things are carried out that soon the Coldwater 
Association will more than doublesits contributions to missions and_ all 
other causes fostered by it, and the whole State wil] be stirred when we
